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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed on 03/09/2010 lias been fully considered and entered into the 
record. Claim 27 is cancelled and the rejections applying to the cancelled claims 
withdrawn. Claims 1, 2, and 17 are amended. Claims 1-12, 14-19, and 23-26 are 
pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group I, claim(s) 1-12, 14, 16, and 26 drawn to a method for producing 
concrete elements 

• Group II, claim(s) 15, drawn to a semi-finished concrete product. 

• Group III, claim(s) 17-19, 23-25, drawn to a module for producing concrete 
elements. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature common to Groups l-lll is the invention related to concrete 
elements where displacers that comprise either plastic balls or shells and are arranged 
in a lattice work. This cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2, 
because the element is known in the prior art. 
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FR-A-21 25534 discloses a module (2, 3, 4 , 6, 7) for the production of concrete floors, 
comprising a plurality of adjacent displacers (3, line 3), the plurality of adjacent 
displacers (3) in each case being arranged in a latticework (2, 6, 7) composed of bars, 
and the lattice work being open to one side, the lattices adjoining this open side 
assuming an angle of about 90° with respect to the lattice opposite this open side (cf. 
lines 1-4). 

Accordingly, the special technical feature linking the three inventions does not provide a 
contribution over the prior art, and no single general inventive concept exists. 
Therefore, restriction is appropriate. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . Applicant is 
required to choose one species from species I and species II and to choose on species 
from species III and species IV. 
The species are as follows: 

• Species I: wherein the modules are produced from welded wire mesh 
sections that are cut 

• Species II: where in the modules are produced from downwardly open lattice 
construction that respectively feature an essentially triangular construction on 
sides of the lattice-work 

• Species III: the modules comprise shells 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

5. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above In the following 
manner: 

• Species I: wherein the modules are produced from welded wire mesh 
sections that are cut 

• Species II: where In the modules are produced from downwardly open lattice 
construction that respectively feature an essentially triangular construction on 
sides of the lattice-work 

• Species III: the modules comprise plastic parts 

• Species IV: the modules comprise shells 
The following claim(s) are generic: no claim is generic. 

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The species have mutually exclusive special technical features, namely: 

• Species I: wherein the modules are produced from welded wire mesh 
sections that are cut 

• Species II: where in the modules are produced from downwardly open lattice 
construction that respectively feature an essentially triangular construction on 
sides of the lattice-work 

• Species III: the modules comprise plastic parts 
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• Species IV: tlie modules comprise shells 

Therefore, these species are not directed to a single general inventive concept. 

7. A telephone call was made to Attorney Frank Jordan on 06/05/2008 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 

being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
